It has 
heen urged among republicans of Ken- 
tucky from time to time ‘hat they 
ehould support Fairbanks in his amb!- 
tion to be president because of the 
friendship he has shown for Taylor 
eince he has been a forced resident of 
Indiana, Mr. Fairbank’s home,.”

Caustic Mention for Bradley. 


Former Governor Bradley, who held 
the reins during the stormy period Ol!

$118,000. The examination of his books 
is not complete, but the experts doing 
this work said they don't expect to find 
any larger shortage. 

Two desperate attempts at suicide were 
made today by Virginia Reed, the ne- 
€ro woman to whom Letten says he gave 
the greater part of the stolen money. 
Dressed in silks, she jumped into Bayou 
St. Johh, a creek in the city, but was 
pulled out by a negro boatman after 
She had become unconscious. She was 
revived by rolling on a barrel. After 
regaining consciousness she broke qway 
from her rescuers, threw herself flat in 
a shallow, pool and held her head under 
water until again dragged out.. 

Letten went before a grand jury today 
and confessed to his defalcation. He also 
issued a written statement about the 
Reed woman, in which he said he gave 
her $90,000 between January, 1903, and 
the present month. He offered no ex- 
Planation for giving her such a large 
Sum except to say that the first $500 was 
given to furnish her a home 

“IT constantly reminded her during the 
past four years.” lLetten’s statement 
says, “that I was a poor man.” 

This statement was written with the 
object of aiding the tax department in 
recovering part of the stolen money.

Empress of Seas, Says Captain.

It is this use of the public service, 
this prostitution of a great branch of 
the government, that makes the trust 
ccntributions to the republican money 
barre] so iniquitous and immoral. 

Publicity is one cf the most effective 
Curdtives which may. be applied to 
this evil. If it js not effective, Judge 
Perker’s recommendation of imprison- 
ment should be put into effect.

A Yiint to Southern Railroads. 

Ths discussion of other phases of 
the victory of the Pennsylvania rail- 
rcad in securing a legal nullification 
cf the néw 2-cent passenger rate in 
trat state has obscured one of the 
factors in this particular situation 
which it would be well for the rail- 
roads of the south, as well as other 
sections, to bear thoughtfully in mind. 
This is the sensible attitude of the 
Pennsylvania system in throwing the 
first test of a state law into the 
ccurts of the state creating it, in pref- 
erence to straightway seeking federal 
jurisdiction, a practice prolific in com- 
plicatigns and the breeding of hostile 
sentiment, as amply demonstrated by 
recent Alevelopments in several south- 
ern states. 

Commending the wisdom, and pro- 
priety of such a course, as against 
the method adopted in Virginia, North 
C<rolina, Alabama, Minneseta and 
| Missougi, The Springfield (Mass.) Re- 
publican says:

New Queen ef the Seas. 
When the trans-Atlantic voyage 
from Queenstown to New York was 
negotiated by an ocean greyhound in 
less time than a week, the world mar- 
veled. 

When that time was cut to a trifle 
over six full days, it was a nine days 
wonder. The Lucania, of the Cunard 
line, in 1894~crossed the ocean from 
these two points in five days, seven 
hours and 25 minutes. It was then 
supposed that the limit of speed for 
a vessel driven by steam had been 
reached. 

This record between two ports on 
opposite sides of the Atlantic has re- 
mained unbroken until this week, 
when the Lusitania, of the Cunard 
line, made the trip in one hour and 
thirty-three minutes over five days. 
This is practically six hours better 
than the time made by the Lucania 
of the same line. 

On its initial trip the Lusitania 
showed no greater average speed than 
the Kaiser Wilhelm II and _ the, 
Deutschland, of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can line. The average speed per hour 
cf the English vessel was 23.01 knots. 
Ap average speed of 23.58 and 23.51 
has been made between New York and 
Piymouth by the Kaiser Wilhelm and 
the Deutschland, respectively. 

However, the Lusitania made a re- 
m@rkable run, and her construction 


ing. She is 790 feet in length, or 
about equal to four of Atlanta’s tallest 
Skyscrapers if placed on end. She 
is equipped with the Parsons turbine 
apd has demonstrated the utility of 
this engine in vessels of large type. 
It ig announced that Germany will 
proceed to similarly equip her trans- 
Atlantic steamships in order to main- 
tain her supremacy in the passenger 
carrying trade.

Only twenty 
ceases of seasickness on a vessel hav- 
ing a passenger list of 3,000 is too 
good to be true. The saving of a few 
hours’. time to the frantically hurried 
business man with vast interests, the 
clipping of a half day in the delivery

A Plea for Help! 

Editor Constitution: Knowing The Consti- 
tution to be ever ready to assist the people 
in any struggle against oppsession, we re- 
quest that you ald in a fight for relief from a 
trust that is crushing the life out of one of 
Georgia’s largest industries and causing the 
loss of millions of dollars to the naval stores 
operators of south Georgia. 

Although the cost of producing turpentine 
has increased four-fold during the past ten 
or fifteen years, and is costing; more this sea- 
son than ever before, the trust has continued 
to force the price down until it has gone be- 
low cost of production. In February and 
March turpentine was selling for 74. to 75 
cénts per gallon. Now, with the shortest 
crop that has been had in ten years and the 
demand for turpentine greater than evér be- 
fore, the price has been forced down to 52 
cents per gallon. If sold at this price it will 
cost a loss to the producer of about $12 per 
cask. This would mean a loss of millions of 
dollars to the pine belt. 

To illustrate how the matter stands now as 
to cost of production, ten or twelve years 
ago the timber was 100 per cent better than 
it is now, and of course easier to work. Tur- 
pentine was selling then for 28 cents per 
gallon. Timber then of the finest kind cost 
only $20 to $25 per thousand boxes. The best 
timber now costs $100 and more per thousand 
boxes. Mules and horses cost two to three 
times more now than at that time. Labor 
costs exactly twice as much now as then. 
Staves cost only $4.50 to §5 per thousand then, 
but now cost $12.50 to $15 per thousand. 
Hoops, glue, bottling, etc., cost three times 
more now and spirit casks cost double. This 
is the same throughout all the list of produc- 
tion. 

It can readily be seen that the cost of pro- 
duction is about three times as great now, 
while the price of spirits is not doubled. 

It seems that the ngval stores producers 
need a leader to arouse them to action. Once 
aroused and organized they can whip the 
fight in ninety days. It will be recalled that 
Judge Speer put a smaill fine upon a few of 
the leaders in this trust about the first of the 
year and exacted a promise from them that 
they would cease operations, but evidently 
they did not have much regard for their prom- 
Ises. 

We feel sure that if The Constitution. will 
take hold of this matter in its usual vigorous 
manner that it will arouse the operators to 
action. Such a fight could but end in suc- 
ces# and your great paper would again have 
been the cause of a great benefit to the en- 
tire state and to the naval. stores men 
especially. ‘

Tales of a Patriarch. 


Bell. “The author has lived in event- 
ful times.” With this modest phrase) 
Hiram P. Bell, lawyer, statesman, war-| 
rior, and publicist in three of the most 


important epochs of Georgia history, | 


opens the brief preface to one of the 
most valuable and interesting autobi- 
ographies offered the student of the 
ante-bellum and post-bellum south. 

Mr. Bell’s death’ which occurred only 
last month, is sufficiently recent to 
bring his personality vividly before the 
reader. In his autobiography he 
Sketches life in Georgia as_seen in the 
eyes of a farm boy; later, from the 
viewpoint of a student of ‘“‘the old field 
school,’” and so on to maturity, when 
his clear, analytical mind and descrip- 
tive powers are entertainingly mani- 
fested in a summary of the circum- 
Stances and conditions governing the 
bar of Georgia in 1850.

SEMIRAMIS. By Edward Peple. The 
frivolous reader, conning the foregoing 
caption, may be inspired to ask, “Which 
one?” oFr it appears sometimes to the 
cynical mind that women have been turn- 


4 ing the trick since previous to the dawn- 


ing of the prehistoric era. In the in- 
Stance under discussion, however, the 
tale does not admit of any quibbling. For 
the author of that vigorous narrative, 
‘“The Prince Chap,” has Zone back two 
thousand years into the obscure mists 
of antiquity, and resurrected ‘Semira- 
mis,’’ the splendid Savage of Assyria, 
Whose glorious sins and specious mis- 
deeds have been sung by Syrian and Per- 
Sian and Greek poets until the conven- 
tional world of today would turn a frigid 
shoulder to the lady, should she make 
her appearance in the modern drawing 
room. 

Mr. Peple, however, has his own the- 
ory about this woman whose offenses 
were reputed to vie in proportions only 
with the lure of her physical beauty and 
the charms of a mind in which genius 
was predominant. According to his 
method of reasoning, which, in the ab- 
sence of authentic data is as good as 
any other, the peccadilloes of Semiramis 
were largely due to the fact that sae 
had been betrayed by a fickle lover, and 
that, the devil in her nature roused, she 
evolved into the dazzlingly monstrous 
creature whose exploits have fired the 
imaginations of a host of major and mi- 
nor poets and dramatists. It is a thrill- 
ing story of love and of battle and of 
intrigue that Mr. Peple builds about this 
dim figure in ancient history.

The petition or complaint of the Geor- 
gia Manufacturing and Public Service 
Company, of Marietta, is to the effect 
that the Western and Atlantic and the 
Louisville and Nashville roads, entering 
that city, are threatening the company 
with an embargo not to give them any 
more cars until those on their tracks are 
unloaded and returned. 

The petitioners state that by reason 
Mr the recent fire in Marietta, which de- 
stroyed their plant, they are doing much 
building and need many cars; that per- 
force they must have some cars before 
others are unloaded, and for that rea- 
son there are some cars held while 
others received later are unloaded.

gantic corporations, including the 
great railroad corporations. 

“This should have been done, not for 
the purpose of proving whether my 
charge was well or ill founded, for 
surely an investigation was not needed 
for that purpose after the insurance 
investigation, which disclosed a con- 
tribution by three companies out of 
many aggregating nearly $150,000 to 
swell the republican campaign chest. 
Since that happened no man who reads 
and is both fair-minded and intelli- 
gent can doubt the accuracy of my 
statements. 

The Contributors “Practical Men.” 


“But a further and broader investi- 
gation should have been made, coyer- 
ing all the great corporations having 
interests that the federal government 
could protect or advance, either by the 
maintenntance of existing protective 


bill, or by the non-enforcement of law, 
and this to the end that the people 
might determine whether federal poli- 
tics and corporate interests shall be 
divorced or the wicked partnership of 
the past shall be continued and 
strengthened by a further assumption 
of federa} control. & 

“Such an investigation would have 
disclosed that contributions were made 
by corporations whose officers knew 
that within a year—perhaps within 
thirty days—after election they would 
have to go to the postmaster general 
for a renewal of their mail-carrying 
contracts; and, being ‘practical men,’ 
they realized that the attitude of that 
official might be affected by the cir- 
cumstance of a large contribution on 
the one hand, or by a refusal to con- 
tribute at his request on the other 
hand. 

“For years the tariff-feq corporations 
had been solicited for contributions to 
republican campaign funds, and they 
responded generously, and likewise for 
years the republican administrations 
had protected them by tariff duties 
that enabled them to exact from our 
people a larger price for their prod- 
ucts than they were demanding from 
foreigners. 

Beneficiary Has Kept Faith. 


“Both the solicitors and the contribu- 
tors of these campaign funds regarded 
the beneficiary as under obligation to 
preserve their power to mulct the peo- 
ple, and the beneficiary has kept the 
faith. 

“Now, what was done with this 
money? Much of it was employed to 
corrupt the voters of doubtful states, 
until in many of them manhood suf- 
frage has in considerable measure be- 
come chattel suffrage. 

Contributions Were Requested. 

“In no instance that we have yet 
heard of did the corporation press its 
money on the politician or the party | 
organization. In all instances it was | 
requested, and in many of them under | 
such circumstances as to constitute the 
hequest a demand. The foremost duty 
of the hour, then, is to shut off forever 
this corrupting flood. 

Imprisonment as Remedy. 

“Tt cannot be accomplished by fines, 
which if imposed will be paid out of; 
the corporation tredsury. It can be, 
done if the punishment for violation 
of law be the imprisonment of the 
corporation officials. Such a statute 
congress has not passed, nor will it 
unless the people demand ft. 

“To that end such effort as The World 
is making should be taken up by the 
press of the entire country, and push- 
ed with vigor until the ¢ongress shall 
enact a statute forbidding, under 
penalty of imprisonment, corporate 
contributions toward the election of a 
president or member of the congress, 
and also until every state shall forbid 
under like penalty its corporations 
from contributing money for any polit- | 
ical purpose. When that is done the} 
past should be buried and forgotten, 
but not unti)] then.”

Copper Sets the: Market in 
Confusion,

Scenes of Turmoil and Confusion | 


Almost as Great as the Troubled 
Days in August—Railroad 
Stocks Were Not 
Affected. 


New York, September 18.—The stock mar- 
ket today showed ciearly enough the dis- 
turbing effect of the disclosures of yester- 
day regarding the copper trade. Untii the 
force of these influences had partially passed, 
opening the way to the buoyant recovery, the 
market was in turmoil and confusion a)most 
as great as during the troublous times in’ 
Aagust. The stock affected by the dis- 
‘turbances, in fact, sold lower than thew did 
in August. The conspicuous stocks were 
amaigamated copper, American smelting and 
United States steel. As the situation pro- 
gressed, the market gave unmistakable evi- 
dence that the liquidation, which had been 
effected, was affording relief. The railroad 
stocks showed a marked contrast to the ex- 
treme weakness of the coppers and mining 
and metal stocks genérally, the declines in 
that portion of the list not reaching wide 
figures at any time. Gelling of the copper 
stocks bore the marks of forced liquidation 
and it was generally supposed that some 
heavy igans on the securities were in course 
of retirement. The usual rumors of financial 
embarrassment accompanied the selling of 
this character and had not a little to do 
with the uneasiness prevalent. Sentiment 
over the significance of the copper situation 
was not so hopeless @s was professed yes- 
terday and there was not lacking a feeling 
that the course of action proclaimed yes- 
terday might represent the shortest path to 
correction of the deadlock in the trade. The 
weakness of the copper stocks was aggravated 
by announcement of a reaction in dividends 
of two other minor companies engaged in 
mining copper. Forecasts of the bank state- 
ment helped to confirm the growing feeling 
of confidence in the money situation. Large 
exports of cotton and breadstuffs make a 
liberal supply of exchange and keep an as- 
surances that gold could be secured for 
impartto relleve any real strain of the money 
market. The vigorous rally which trans- 
formed the market from its early depres- 
sion into buoyancy strength was not fully 
held, but the closing tone was steady.

New York, September 13.—Bradstreet’s to 
morrow will say that fall trade in dry goods 
and wearing apparel generally tends toward 
expansion, as the ultimate outcome of leading 
crops becomes more assured and as evidences 
increase of higher prices offsetting small 
yields.

The general leved 
of commodity prices moved lower in August, 
mainly because of weakness in manufactured 
goods offsetting higher prices of farm 
products. These latter have, however, weak- 
ened this week and values, a5 @ whole, are 
lower than for nine months. The money 
situation is also irregular.

Commissioner Hudson follows in a 
sfrong letter of advice to the Georgia 
planters. He also refers to the pure food 
law; the revenue to be derived from 
the sale of pure food stamps; to the 
publications which have been issued 
from this office, and the good they have 
done. He congratulates the state upon 
the agricultural colleges soon ‘to be open 
and concludes his letter with the follow- 
ing sage advice: 

“Diversify your crops, prepare careful. 
ly your soil, use such fertilizers as have 
been found helpful, cultivate diligently 


and use the best approved implements 
and methods.’’ 


As to Food Values. 

A complete and comprehensive dis- 
Sertation upon the Georgia pure food 
law, with the standard of food values 
follows, and this goes into minute de- 
tails of explanation and concludes with 
the following as to registration: 

“All manufacturers, agents or dealers

oLndon, Septémber 14.—It is seldom in- 
‘deed that the legislature of a nation 
(brings up for discussion the doings of

Theré 
was first of all a little Irish sheet down

‘lowed by the Datiy Mail and now tne 
‘Daily Graphic has a turn, 

; Unquestionably the Daily Graphics 
‘case was the most interesting and 
‘caused the greatest stir. And the trouble 
‘was all about some pictures which Bng-| 
‘land’s only penny daily illustrated paper 
‘published the end of last month, on July 
(20. to be aceurate. 

There have been a good many cases 
lof cattle-driving and moonlighting of 
Nate in some of the remoter districts Of 
‘Treland. On the date mentioned Tne 
‘Graphic came out with a set of half-page 
cuts of moonlighting scenes. The paper 
calmly announced that the light Nal 
been very bad when the alleged outrages 
occurred and that the enterprising cor- 
respondent had waited for better lignt 
later and specially posed the actual per- 
petrators in the very acts which they 
had committed and had then photo- 
graphed them. 

The British public, despite the recent 


huge influx of Americans and American 


ideas into this country, still takes mat- 
ters seriously, and it is not* recorded 
that any of the Daily Graphic readers 
smiled as they viewed the pictures. in 
some quarters, perhaps, the enterprise 
of the paper was lauded. But fin the 
house of commons the ipictures created 
a sensation.

by Irish members and the attorney gen- 
eral for Ireand, Mr. Cherry, put in an 
appearance to answer them, But he gave 
‘Nttle satisfaction and still more ques:

AMERICAN INVENTIONS IN EDU- 
CATIO 


In a notable aadress to the mem- 
bers of Phi Beta Kappa at Vassar col- 
lege this past June, Dr. Elmer Elils- 


worth Brown, ‘the United States com- 
missioner of education, emphasized 
America’s inventions and short-com- 
ings in education. “In intellectual mat- 
ters, Europe is.still ahead of us,” he 
satd. “Yet she concedes us some valu- 
able inventions in educational mat- 
ters. We are too close to the facts to 
enumerate fully our own achieve- 
ments, but I will suggest the follow- 
ing: First, the non-sectarian secondary 
school; second, the American high 
school; third, the American university 
with its combination of instruction 
and research and its departments for 
professional training. To this might be 
added the American college and uni- 
versity president. The summer school 
with its provisions for home study, the 
text-book, the college gymnasium, the 
eonsolidated country school with pro- 
vision for transportation of pupils, the 
public library, the training school for 
nurses, and such institutions as Tus- 
kegee might be added. One is tempted 
to mention Helen Keller, whose educa- 
tion is a remarkable achievement.”. 
Opposed to.these as results of Amer- 
ican schemes of education, however, 
Commissioner Brown enumerated many 
defects of the American plan. “We 
have failed to make any great im- 
provement in the nurture of the child 
at home before the kindergarten age,” 
he said, ‘or to bring the kindergarten 
into harmony with the rest of our 
system of education, or to keep the 
average child in school beyond the 
sixth grade. We have failed to bring 
our normal schools into the highest 
efficiency, have failed to establish a 
permanent teaching -profession, or to 
generate from the gaseous centrifugal 
elective system any effective central 
results. And, finally, have failed to 
focus our school training into sub- 
stantial results on our national moral- 
ity.”

the biggest and perhaps also the most 
remarkable of their kind in the world. 
Most Americans, no doubt, are under. 
the impression that London's great 
“palaces of pain,” which yearly treat 
millions of patients and are fameus 
among the medical fraternity the world 
over, are, Iike most similar institu- 
tions at home, either 
wealthy founders or in receipt of state 
funds. As a matter of fact, however, 
London’s hospitals are entirely “sup- 
ported by voluntary contributions,” and 
were it not for the donations of pri- 
vate persons and the general public, 
whose pennies even are acceptable, 
these institutions would have to close 
up. 

It is owing to the fact that “the 
people” run the great London hospitals 
that the latter are operated on what, 
be regarded as rather astonishing 
lines. 
a genuinely poor patient is supposed 
to have access to any hospital in the 
metropolis. Of course, this rule is not 
adhered to rigidly; but exceptions to it 
are comparatively rare and are made 
only after elaborate explanations.

No Charge for the Poor. 


Any poor man, woman or child can 
go into a London hospital and be at- 
tended by the king’s own physicians— 
Sir Thomas Barlow, Sir Frederick 
Treves, and others—absolutely free of 
charge. Operations which, in private 
practice, would involve thousands of 
dollars, are performed daily in many 
London hospitals by pnysicians who 
never charge. less than $500 as a pri- 
vate consultation fee. It is owing to 
the fact that England's finest doctors 
and surgeons attend these hospitals 
for. nothing that the interests of the 
poor have to be safeguarded. In order 
to do this, most of the hospitals have 
adopted the system of requiring letters 
from every patient who seeks any 
treatment that is likely to involve se- 
rious consequences. Of course, those 
whose poverty is beyond question find 
ready and immediate access to any of 
the hospitals, and their treatment 
costs nothing. The middle classes, 
however, and the fairly well-to-do, 
must be recommended by someone who 
contributes to the hospital funds be- 
fore they can receive treatment. 

As a general rule, outside of every 
London hospital is posted a c onspicuous 
sign announcing the fact that treat- 
ment is for the “poor only,” and ad- 
vising people-who can afford to pay to 
be attended privately. Naturally, if 
some such regulation were not made, 
the rich would flock to the hospitals 
in order to obtain assistance from the 
famous doctors who give their services 
freely in the cause of charity. A man 
with appendicitis, for instance, who 
might not have overmuch confidence in 
his family doctor, would not object to 
going into the East London hospital— 
in the Whitechapel district—and being 
treated by Sir Frederick Treves. What 
would,.in private practice, cost him 
perhaps $2,000 or more, could be done 
in a London hospital for nothing. 

Privileges for Givers. 

In J-der to “ncourage the general 
public to take an interest in the hos- 
pitals, various sums are mentioned on 
the donation lists which entitle givers 
to certain privileges. For instance, on 
payment of $15,000 to a London hos- 
Pital, the giver is, as a rule, entitled 
to have a ward named after him; 
while.a donation of $5,000 entitles one 
to endow acot. Even payment of $25 
allows the donor to name three or four 
patients for treatment at the particu- 
lar hospital to which te money has 
been contributed. The sum of $150 in-

By this elaborate system of donation, 
the London hospitals are kept going 
from year to year. Once every year, 
two days are set apart when the whole 
of London is supposed to contribute 
something towards.the care of the sick. 
These davs are Hospital Sunday and 
Hospital Saturday. All the ‘eiutehes on 
the first named day give the major 
portions of the collections to the hos- 
pitals: and on Hospital Saturday collec- 
tions are made in the streets. Even the 
pennies of the multitude are eagerly ac~ 
cepted. On Hospital Sunday and Satur- 
day in London the public give generous- 
ly to the fund. that goes to help the 
suffering poor. Upwards of $250,000 
have been collected in one year in this 
manner, 

Another great source of income to the 
London hospitals, and which also comes 
under the head of “voluntary contribu- 
tions,” are the sums raised by what 
is known as King Edward's hospital 
fund for London. It is to this fund 
that Carnegie has just given his $500,- 
000. Last year the total income of this 
fund was $554,775. 

This fund was founded by Kings Ed- 
ward ten years ago, and is one of his 
majesty’s most creditable hobbies. 
every member of the royal family is sup- 
posed to contribute something to this 
fund, even down.to the little princes 
and princesses. ' Of royal subscribers, 
King Edward gives annually $525; 
Queen Alexandra $125; the prince of 
Wales $1,500: Princess Victoria $25; 
Prince Edward $6.25;. while Iittle 

Albert, Princess Victorfa of 
Wales, Prince Henry and Prince George 
each gives $5.25. The total royal dona- 
tions amount to about $2,775. Of course, 
it might have been a trifle more, con- 
sidering “that the royal family of Eng- 
lang draw from the British people every 
vear about. $2,500,000: bur as the king 
and the prince of Wales give their per- 
sohal service to the fund, the generos- 
ity of the subscription itself should not, 
perhaps, be questioned.

To be mentioned as a heavy subscriber 
to the King Edward fund is considered a 
great- honor in England. ‘The fund un- 
dergoes the personal supervision of the 
king and the Prince of Wales, and tne 
names of all donors—even of persons 
not sending more than $!.25—are print- 
ed in handsome booklets, which come 
under the direct eye or majesty. Never- 
theless, despite the temptation. to seek 
personal advertisement by appearing in 
these gilt-edged lists, some donors are 
Sufficiently. self-abnegating not to allow 
their-names to be mentioned. Recently 


was sent to the King Edward fund, and 
the name of the donor was known ta 
none connected with the administration 
of the subscriptions. 

Considering the extraordinary manner 
in which these funds are raised, it is 
quite a marvel] that these great institu- 
tions should be able to.keep going at 
all. It is from this very fact that Lon- 
don has come to be known as the most 
charitable city on earth. 

Living as the hospitals do on the 
‘voluntary contributions’ of the mul- 
titude, it is not surprising to see great 
signs plastered agross the buildings, 
appealing for “immediate aid.’’ Nearly 
all the buildings bear permanently the 
words: “Supported by Voluntary ‘Con- 
tributions,’’ and each hospita] has an 
elaborate system of appealing, which is 
in charge of a committee of publicity. 
Considering that money {ss always 
“urgently needed’ by each of the great 
London hospitals, it is a wonder tha? 
the public do not weary of subscribing 
to funds Which are practically a per- 
petual dra‘) on their pockets. 

Occasionally one sees notices on the 
outside of certain hospitals that wartis 
have been close. for lack of operating 
expenses: Appeals of this kind are 
quickly responde:! to and wards are 
not allowed td ‘ec closed for any great 
length of time. If the general public 
does not come co the rescue some pri- 
vate individual !s found who, by a 
single check, manages to open up the 
much needed wurd. 

, Great Size of Hospital. 

It is difficult for the American reader 
to conceive of the extent of some of! 
these great Lon:lon homes of suffer- 
ing. St. Bartholomew's hospital, for 
instance, forms almost a small village 
itself. It is situated In one of the 
densest portions of London, between 
the gencral postoffice and Smithfield 
market. It was founded as far back 
as A. D. 1123, by. Rayhere, and re- 
founded by Henry VIII in 1543. Going 
back more than seven hundred years, 
it may be considered one of the oldest 
hospitals in the world. St. Bartholo- 
mew’s accommodates 647 patients, who 
are attended by 200 nurses. The hos- 
pital occupies several. blocks, is sur- 
rounded by a huge wall, and furms, as 
it were, almost 4 town within a town. 
In order to keep this vast place going, 
it requires $335,000 a year. The nume- 
ber of cases treated a year is 150,000. 

Another of London’s great institue 
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tions for the sick—known the world 
over—is “Guy's,” the great bospitess 
for the poor, founded in 1724 by 
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Mires’ Anti-Pain.

Since a boy in his teens Segura’s one 
ambition was to become a famous 
toreador. After five years’ continual 
hard work, he has achieved the dis- 
tinction, and is today hailed as a mas- 
ter in the very first flight of famous 
bull fighters of the world. Segura 
achieved this distinction in this city 
when he was publicly crowned in the 
Madrid arena the other day by the 
celebrated Fuentes. 

On his native heath in Mexico, Segura,

The ring’ 
was cleared and single-handed Segura 
had to combat two wild and vicious 
bulls. He was equal to the task, and 
in a very few minutes had baited and} 
stabbed both animals.

Segura was hailed as a master. 

The new knight of the ring then 
made the tour of the arena, with his | 
sword, red with gore, and his crimson!

Attacked When Subjecting a Suspect to This Ordeal, 
liance With the Demand. 


ly. The first photograph sent herewith 
shows a party of sappers on their way 
to work in the gas works at Petersburg 
during the strike in the early spring. 
The man at the head has a good-humor- 
‘ed look which belies the epithets of 
those who call aH Russian __ soidiers 
“barbarians,” “savages” and “butchers.” 
And yet these men carry their lives in 
their hands. Often, as they leave their 
work to return to the batrracks— unarmed 
. because on civilian duty—‘hey are shot 
in the back by some of.the strikers. 

Nevertheless they would rather do this 
work than escort mail carts or patrol 
ithe streets. Not a week passes but some 
lof the government mail vans are at- 
‘tacked by the revolutionists, who carry 
off sums of money varying from two 
‘thousand to half a million dollars, kill- 
ing and wounding the military escort 
‘and getting off scot free with their 
booty. The reason is that the govern- 
| ment has so much work for the military 
that the escorts are inadequate. The 
lresult is victory for the terrorists, who 
carry onthis guerrilla warfare with a 
izest born of unbroken success. 

The following scene is only too fre- 
quently enacted in Russian towns to- 
day. The mal] van, escorted by 
mounted soldiers, starts for the station 
in broad daylight, passing through sev- 
eral busy streets. Suddenly the escort 
hears a signal, blown on a trumpet, 
and. before they have time to 
round, they are set upon by some thirty 
or forty men. armed with rifles and 
sometimes with bombs. In the latter 
case the struggle is a short one, as the 
soldiers, even if not blown up, lose con- 
trol of their terrified horses and a stam- 
pede ensues. Even when bombs are not 
used the soldiers’ chances are but small, 
as they are completely overwhelmed

Mail Van Attacked. 


One such attack, out of many, Oc- 
curred at Lodz a few days back. The 
mail van was going down one of the) 
busiest streets on its way to the a 
tion, when the ordinary trumpet signal | 
was given, followed immediately by a 
shower of bullets that raimed on the 
soldiers and their horses from all sides. 
Two soldiers were killed and two, 
wounded before the remaining two 
could open fire. These were overpow- | 
ered by their assailants, who shot their 
way to the van. Whilst some went on 
firing, the others took out the money 
(about fifty thousand dollars), made off 
under cover of their comrades’ fire and: 
never seen again. Meanwhile, 
the soldiers in the barracks near by, 
hearing the shots, ran to the spot, to 
find that the members of the escort 
were either dead or wounded. They 
the remainder of the assail- 


factory and, shouting that they would 
avenge their comrades, began to fire, 
wounding several workmen, some of 
it afterwards transpired, had 


This incident was telegraphed all 
the world as an instance of the 
brutality of Russian soldiers, and noth- 
ing was said about the wounded escort 
or their dead comrades. Only one sol- 
dier out of the six survived the catas- 
trophe, and he is maimed for life, 
having only one leg. He was not 
wounded While on active service, so 
geis no government grant. He will 
have to beg in the. streets. 

Attacks of this kind have increased 
to such a terrible extent that the heads 
of the regiments’ have _ protested 
against their men betng set to do such 
duty. But there is nobody else to do 

and the protests are disregarded. 
smaller towns the streets through 
which the mail has to pass are closed 


office. But, of course, this is quite an 
impossible proceeding in large centers, 
and it is in the large centers that the 
revolutionists make their attacks. 


Other Death Traps. 


Other death traps for the soldiers are 
the stations and railway depots, where 
large sums of money are kept. There 
is scarcely an important station in the 
empire but has been raided at least 
once by revolutionists. Of course, the 
soldiers, who are sent in only small 
numbers atrd kept near the ticket of- 
fices, fall first -victims—they are al- 
ways outnumbered tnd their uniforms 
make a good target among the crowd. 
The railway depots have done much to- 
ward filling the revolutionists’ coffers, 
these places being attacked on pay day 
when they are full of employees who 
have come for thefr money. 

A characteristic attack of this kind 
was made in Warsaw, in the Dluga 
Street, early last June. Odessa, Bialy- 
stock and Kieff have also been favored 
in this respect during tne present sum- 
mer, to say nothing of depots in Si- 
beria and the Caucasus, where they are 
almost a daily occurrence. The depot in 
the Dluga street is located in ‘an old 
house, approached by a courtyard and 
used as a repository for the money on 
its way to and from the bank. Once a 
fortnight hundreds of men employed in 
the state railways crowd into the 
buiiding and await their wages. Some- 
times they overflow into the passages 
and on the staircases. 

On the morning of the attack a clerk 
‘was sent to the bank for money. He 
returned at I'l o’clock with $10,000 worth 


of paper and gold in this charge. He was 
escorted by five soldiers. They made 
their way through the crowd and had 
reached the landing leading to the sec- 
ond pair of stairs when those around 
them all began to fire from revolvers and 
quick hands tore the bag containing the 
money from the clerk’s grasp. The four 
soldiers were laid low before they could 
use their rifles. A similar fate met 
those on duty in the courtyard who 
chased the man who made off with the 
booty, for the former were attacked 
from behind by those waiting on the 
stairs and quite overpowered. 
Raiders Got the Booty. 

Meanwhile two soldiers on guard at 
the cashier’s door, thinking the men 
waiting there had had a hand in the 
work, fired at them, ‘wounding two who 
had done nothing but look on. As usual, 
the raiders got off with the booty after 
killing four soldiers and wounding three, 
two of whom died a few days later. It 
transpired afterwards that nobody be- 
longing to the railway had been stand- 
ing on the landing where the attack 
was made—it had been crowded by ter- 
rorists, who slipped into the building 
unnoticed in the crowd that busy morn- 
ing. 

The clerk got away with his life. One 
soldier pursue’ the man who took the 
bag for quite a distance, «but he was 
finally shot by a revolutionist—many of 
whom are posted in the street on such 
occasions—and, as usual, the onlookers 
were afraid to catch the thief. Tlie 
Polish party of socialists gave an ac- 
count of the attack in their paper—calied 
Robotnik (The Workman)—bdoasting that

And the first generally does 
fail, for the average Russian soldier has 
but little .taste for revolution. In. some 
of the artillery and sapper regiments so- 
cialistie agitation gets a hearing because 
the men are just sufficiently educated to 
be attracted by the bombastic pamphlets 
the agitators scatter about the barrack 
rooms of the empire, ut men who read 
these things run the risk of heavy pPun- 
ishment and not many think the game 
is worth the candle. : 
Another of my illustrations shows two 
men of the guards stationed at Tsarkoe 
Selo (the tsar’s summer residence near 
Petersburg) in this plight. One of their 
officers heard them “talking revolution” 
in the barrack yard. They were imme- 
Gately deprived of their swords, but-. 
tons and shoulder straps and marched 
off to the station en route for the fort- 
ress of Petersburg. If found guilty they

Signs of Degradation. 

Their bundles contain their 
wardrobe and, hot though it is, they 
have put on their overcoats, so that the 
public may not see that their shoulder 
straps, with the regimental crest, have 
been torn'off. It will be noticed that 
their spurs have gone—another sign of 
degradation. It is a strange fact that 
you never see a degraded Russian gol- 
dier without his overcoat. He is not a 
determined enough socialist to care to 
Show the effects of his rebellion to the 
world. 

From time:-to time socialists blow up 
trains carrying soldiers and throw bombs 
into their barracks with more or less 
loss of life. The latest attack on a mil- 
itary transport took place early in July 
not far from Bialystock. The victims 
were two battalions of the Volhynian 
regiment. Ten bombs, connected by con- 
ductors, were placed on the line. Hap- 
pily six were displaced and only four 
went off, doing comparatively little dam- 
age. The unexploded ones weighed 10 
pounds each and were charged with an 
uncommonly strong explosive. The sol- 
diers searched the forest bordering the 
cutting and made four captures. ‘Tueir 
Officers had difficulty in keeping their 
men from killing the prisoners. But can

All told, the Russian ‘soldier’s life is 
not one of roses in these troublous times, 
and if, from time to time, they lose their 
tempers and use their firearms a littie 
freely it is but because they are human 
and do not care to be shot down in 
broad daylight whilst ascorting money 
that does not even belong to them or 
blown up whilst traveling—at the tsar’s 
command—from one garrison to another. 

When he leaves patrol duty, puts down 
his rifle and smokes a cigarette, you will 
not find a better hearted, more peace- 
fully inclined individual throughout the 
length and breadth of Russia. And that 
even today, is saying a good deal. 

Nay more. Go up to him whilst he 
is on his hated street duty and ask him 
a civil question or make a commonplace 
remark and a broad grin ‘will come over 
his sunburnt face and his blue Russian 
eyes will twinkle merrily. He likes to 
be treated as a human being.

Odessa, September !4.—An amazing 
story of fanaticism has reached me 
from the village of Susoyeff, near 
Liady. 

A peasant named Michailoff had an 


excéedingly clever little boy, who be- 
came famous in the village as a prodi- 
Sy, and was admired almost as a 
miraculous being. 

In the same locality there lived a 
ricn and “religious” peasant called the 
“Saint,” who was believed to be a 
prophet. 

This “Saint” grew jealous of the 
child's popularity, and began to spread 
rumors that should he be allowed to 
grow up he would become the-Anti- 
Chris tand bring untold woe upon the 
peasants. : . 

On July 30 the “prophet” called a 
meeting of the thirty richest peasants 
in the district, to whom he explained 
that if the boy was killed they would 
be made happy and prosperous, and 
the village would become the capital of 
the country. 

It was agreed to sacrifice the child. 
Two days leter the “Saint” gave orders 
to the mén, took an ikon in his hands, 
and distributed lighted candles amongst 
his followers. 

He headed the procession to the 
child’s home at !1 o’clock at night, 
and demanded that the parents should ;

fused the body was mutilated with a 
hatchet.

The horse was started, and the peas- 
ants still burning their candles fol- 
lowed.

For many years General Baldwin was 
colonel of the Seventh cavalry, and at 
jtymes was in command of the Tenth 
cavalry. He used old Warrior as his 
charger during the entire time he: com- 
manded these troops and when, upon the 
opening of the war with Spain, he was 
made a brigadier general in the voluh- 
teer service and placed in command of 
the brigade composed of the Tenth cav- 
alry, the Seventh cavalry and the Rough 
Riders, he took the old horse with him 
to Cuba. 

It was in Cuba that the most thrilling 
events of Warrior's life took place. Al- 
though the greater part of General Bald- 
win'’s command was composed of cavalry 
troops, for some reason there ‘were but 
few horses taken to Cuba, consequently 
old Warrior was one of but few of his 
kind present at the famous battle of San 
Juan hill. 

In the charge of San VJr:*.n- hill, 
made President Roosev: « famous and 
president, although it ‘ix said by army 
men that he did not appear upon the 
scene until next day, old Warrior was 
ridden by General Baldwin. The nobdle 
animal was shot from under his rider 
twice. a ball striking him in the mouth 
and another in one of his hind legs, but 
he ro8e each time and offered himself for 
duty. 

The story is told that Warrior became 
separated from his master shortly after 
the capture of San Juan hill, and that 
he was taken in charge by a trooper 
from the Rough Riders’ regiment, who 
turned him over to Roosevelt.

is described in detail by Reuter’s corre- 
spondent at Salonika. Previous reports 
of the affair has been somewhat meager. 
Colonel Elliott is a British staff officer 
in charge of the reorganization of the 
gendarmie in the Drama district of Mac- 
edonia. 

During the tour of his district he ar- 
rived onthe afternoon of July 30, at the 
Bulgarian village of Gyuredjik, about 
seventeen hours’ journey from his head- 
quarters. 

It seems clear that it had been planned 
to ~arry him off from the house in™which 
he passed the night, and that the object 
was frustrated only by the vigilance of 
his escort guarding the house. 

About 7 o'clock the following morning 
Colonel Elliott went out to take a stroil 
round the village. 

Carried Bombs in Sacks. 
Turning into a side street, he had gone 
only about 40 yards when he suddenly 
found himself seized by four men in 
khaki uniforms, armed with Mannlicher 
carbines and bayonets, wearing bando- 
liers, and carrying bombs in small sacks 
attached to their belts. 

They tried to hurry their prisoner away 
toward the hills, explaining that they in- 
tended to do him no harm, but merely 
to make the Turkish government pay a 
ransom for him. 
He resisted with all his might, his jack- 
et getting torn to pieces in the struggle, 
but when they tied a rope round his 
left arm he relaxed his efforts, fearing 
that he might he secured in such a way 
as to leave no hope of escape. 
He continued, however, to make the 
pace as slow as possible. Strange to say, 
his captors did not search him for arms. 
They were probably in too great a hurry. 
Gendarmes in Pursuit. 
While their prisoner ‘was being carried 
off parties of the band were posted to fire 
down the streets by way of intimidating 
possible pursuers, and these parties aft- 
erwards formed themselves into a long 
line of skirmishers to cover the with- 
drawal of the party in charge of the 
prisoners. 
Two of the gendarmes composing Colo- 
nel Elliott’s escort started pluckily in 
pursuit, and soldiers from an adjoining 
blockhouse began to fire across a ravine 
on the retiring Bulgarians. 
Meanwhile Colonel Elliott had beer 
hurried some distance upwards towards 
the forest, and his party reached an 
open meadow, where, finding them- 


‘selves under fire, one’ of the party lay 


down and began to return the fire of 
the two gendarines, who were only 
about seventy yards off, while the 
other three tried to force their pris- 
oner to lie down. 

Shot His Four Captors. 
At this moment he succeeded in draw- 
ing his Browning pistol, and immedi- 
ately shot through the body the three 
men who were struggling with him. 
As they fell away from him he 
started running down the slope, drag- 
ging after him the cord knotted to his 
left arm. 
A few steps down he saw the fourtn 
of his captors, whome he supposed to 
be Daieff, the chief of the band, taking 
aim at Gendarmerie Sergeant Ferhad. 
Daieff swung round his riffe to bear on 
Colonel Elliott,.who instantly shot him. 
Stil) further down the colonel saw a 
fifth Bulgarian lying on the ground 
with a rifle and shot him through the 
head. Not.till afterwards did it occur 
to the colonel that this man might al- 
ready have been wounded. 
It was at this point that the colonel 
was wounded in the thigh, and under- 
stood from builets splashing in the 
mud in front of him that he was being 
fired -upcen from behind, but in a few 
more steps he gained cover and was 
out of danger. 

Splashed by a Bomb. 
He called off the two gendarmes, 
who, however, continued to fight in the 
hope, as they afterwards said, of cap- 
turing some wounded Bulgarians. 
He then proceeded to the house where 
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‘wound dressed. 


he had spent the night, and had his 
The two gendarmes 
returned some time after, Ferhad, a 
man 60 years old, having been serious- 
ly wounded, and the yvounger, Mehmed, 
having exhausted his ammunition, and 
having mud splashed in his face by 
the explosion of a bomb, after which 
he thought it was time to bring his 
wounded companion out of danger. 

The same evening Colonel Elliott re- 
turned to headquarters, and on Sun- 
day, the 4th of August, he arrived in 
Salonika and was received in the 
Turkish civil hospital. His wound is 
progressing favorably.

KING’S BIRTHDAY GIFT 
TO THE ISLAND OF JERSEY 
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Special Cable. 

London, September 14.—King Hdward 
has given further proof of his tactful- 
ness and genius for doing popular 
things by presenting Mont Orgueil 
Castle to the Island of Jersey as 4 
birthday gift. The old fortress is of no 
personal use to the King, but because 
of the memorable and heroic part it has 
played in their history the Jersey foix« 
take great pride in it. 

Mont Orgueil stands proudly—as its 
name implies—looking over the sea to- 
wards France, which is distant some 


strong flanking towers still show how 
magnificent a stronghold it has been, it 
is built of huge blocks of stone hewn 
from the crags at its feet, and before 
artillery was brought into use in war- 
fare it must have been almost impreg- 
nable. A French historian declares that 
the English in ancient times were S8o 
fjealous of Mont Orcueil that no French. 
man was allowed to pass its gates witn- 
out being blindfolded, 

For centuries the men of Jersey hgve 
fought to uphold the flag. of England in 
her most southern outpost, and much of 
the fighting has centered around: the 
castle. It has undergone sieges innu- 
merable. The earliest of Which any au- 
thentic record exists was in 1538, when 
Philip of France gent a powerful navy 
to attack England. Southampton was 
burnt, Guernsey and its castle taken, 
but Mont Orgueil ‘held out though ai!

patched to the island. Owing to dissen- 
sions among the garrison thé castle 
made practically no defence. Othewise it 
must have been pounded to ruins by the 
Roundhead's artillery, and shared the 
fate of Elizabeth Castle, which oifered, 
a stubborn resistance. So the mutineers 
unconsciously served a good purpose, and 
saved a noble monument to posterity. 

(Many famous gevernors have fruled 
over the fortress. Among them was Sir 
Walter Raleigh. He had only a snort 
reign, but he left his mark as one Of 
the greatest benefactors the island has 
known. To him is attributed the intro- 
dution of the potato which more than 
200 years later was to prove the 8al-* 
vation of the island When other indus- 
tries failed. 

Until 1693 it was a prison as well as 
a fortress, The most notable of its pris- 
oners was William Prynne, the Puritan, 
author of the monumental work entitled 
“Higtrianatix,’’ in which he condemned 
Stage plays and players, music and 
dancing, with impartial severity. For this 
literary effort, and another achieved 
when he was a prisoner in the tower, he 
was condemned to pay the king a fine of 
$50,000, to suffer the loss of his ears 
and to be imprisoned for life. In 1637 
ke was removed to Mont Orgueil after 
an unhappy voyage of fourteen weeks 
“in a bruised shipwrect vessel, full of 
leakes, through dangerous storms and 
seas, which spoiled much of his stuff 
and bedding, as t.reatening often ship- 
wreck to him.” 

Prynne was confined in the apartment 
known as Prynne’s cell, a large room 
near the summit of the tower, and with 
a fine outlook over the channel through 
the narrow embrasure. The governor 
took a liking to him to indulge his 
taste for verse—remarkably poor verse 
it was, too, if the ‘description of his 
prison is a fair sample. After Prynne 
had been three years at Mont .Orgueil 
the long parliament set him freé and he 
1eturned to London in triumph. 

The ancient -castle will henceforth

Cape to Cairo Railway Will 
Be Completed, 


IT MAY TAKE OVER 5 YEARS 


Sir Lewis Mitchell, Director of the 
British South African Company, 
States Over $40,000,000 Has 
Been Spent on the 
Enterprise. 


Special Cable. 

London, September 14.—The Cape to 
Cairo railway, on which work has been 
progressing for nearly eighteen years, 
{s at a standstill. 

This is owing to the bad condition 
of the money market and the fact that 
the Rhodesian railway companies have 
come .to the end of their capital for 
the present. 

In a fortnight’s time Sir Charles Met- 
calfe, the well-known engineer, will 
arrive in England, and he will make 


be continued from Broken Hill. 

Sir Lewis Mitchell, a director of the 
British South Africa company, today 
told an Evening News representative 
that it lay entirely with Mr. Alfred 
Beit’s trustees, who were left $7,500,- 
000 for the purposes of the railway, 
to decide how the line should be con- 
tinued. 

‘Over $40,000,000 had glready been ex- 
pended on this enterprise, and Sir 
Lewis gave some interesting facts con- 
cerning the railway. 

“The work done,” he said, “has been 
as follows: From Capetown to Kimber- 
ley, thence to Vryburg, Mafeking, 
and Buluwayo, which was completed 
in 1898, and then through the Wankie 
coal colliery, a point reached only 
after Rhodes’ death. 

Longest Bridge in Africa. 


“From there {t was carrfed to the 
Zambesi in 1904, the bridge over which 
was declared open in September, 1905, 
and Kalomo, which is 1,733 miles from 
Capetown, was reached.in May. Be- 


notably the erection of a bride over 
the Kafue river, the longest, as the 
Victoria Falls bridge was the highest in 
Africa. 


“Under Sir Charles Metcalfe’s per- 


; 
sonal superintendence the work never 


slackened, and in June of this year 
the first engine ran into Broken Hill. 

“Negotiations are now in progress 
for the construction of another section 
to a mine called Bwana M’Kubura, and 
it is known that a further extension 
to Kansanshi is under consideration, 
which would bring the line to the ex- 
treme northwest of the chartered com- 
pany’s territories, 

“The money market is at present in 


funds for the continuance of the 
Rhodesian railways, which have come 
to the end of their capital. 

“Great interest is manifested in the 
plans which will be~ adopted by Mr. 
Beit’s trustees.” 

Enterprise for Advanced. 

“I -do not Know exattly,” -continued 
Sir Lewis, “whether Mr. Beit’s money 
will be sufficient for the completion of 
the railway, but it wil certainly be 
sufficient to build a good deal. 

“As for the Egyptian end, from Cairo 
or Alexandria southward to Assouan, 
a distance of 590 miles, the Iine 4 
constructed, and another 560 miles be- 
tween Wady Halfa and Khartoum, 
while a further extension of 410 miles 
to Usambara is, I believe, projected. 

“In the aggregate the line from the 
north, completed or contemplated, is 
thus about 1,600 miles, and from the 
south rather more than 2,000 miles. 
Add to this the long Tanganyika 
waterway and you will see that the 
great enterprise is far advanced. 

“Atthough it is impossible to say ex- 
actly when the great undertaking will 
be complete—probably in another five 
years—the Cape to Cairo railway will 
not be abandoned, 

“There may be delay, and it is only 
a question of time and money. Great 
enterprises are only worked by de- 
grees, and before very long we shal! 
know that ‘Rhodes’ dream’ has become 
reality.”
